Projects at the Vol pe Center increasingly deal with the storage
and di ssemi nation of |large quantities of data. Under this area,
technical support is needed to determ ne the application of new
t echnol ogi es and concepts related to both | ogistics and
transportation systenms. This may include such tasks as:

Anal ysi s, design, and inplenmentation of web-enabl ed
di stribution and collection of information.

Anal ysi s, design, and inplenentation of Know edge Managenent
Capabilities (e.g., indexing and retrieval systens).

Anal ysi s, design, and inplenmentation of information mappi ng and
gr aphi cs.

d. Artificial Intelligence (Al)/Expert Systens

Projects at the Vol pe Center are increasingly considering the
application of Al as a neans of neeting project requirenents.
Expert systens, voice recognition, semantic inference, virtual
reality, and robotics capabilities are in greater and greater
demand. In this area, technical support is needed to determ ne
the feasibility of utilizing Al approaches in applications related
to information systens design, devel opment, and inplenentation
This may include such tasks as:

Integrating conputer-aided design (CAD), conputer-aided
manuf acturing (CAM, and expert system concepts into on-line
and interactive equi pment naintenance and repair systens.

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Devel opi ng | ogi stics support tools such as expert systens for
desi gn, assenbly, deploynent, and mai ntenance of renote sensors
and radar.

Creating natural |anguage retrieval systens for very |arge,

full text databases used to specify, manage, and docunent | arge
engi neering projects, such as those undertaken by the FAA and

t he DoD.

e. Di stri buted Dat abases

The geographi cal disaggregation of information is essential to

| arge organi zations |ike the FAA, the DoD, and the U S. Coast
Guard. Database technology is approaching the capability of
providing full database services over a dispersed heterogeneous
network of conputers. As this technol ogy becones available, its
application to projects will be a high priority. Potential tasks
in this area include:

For those O ferors that have an approved
Mast er Subcontracting Plan under the contract, only
subcontracting information relating to the particular task
order will be required. The subcontracting plan submtted nust
be acceptable to the COin order for a Contractor to be
consi dered for award of a task.

(5)Each RFP will include the followi ng: (a) the Statenent of Wrk
(SOWN; (b) the evaluation criteria which will be used to
evaluate the offers; (c) the conponents of the offer (technical
and/or price/cost or other factors) to be submtted; (d) the
format for submission; (e) the tinmeframe for subm ssion of the
offer; (f) applicable Representations, Certifications, and
O her Statements of Offerors; and (g) any other rel evant
instructions to the Contractor.
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(6) Upon recei pt of a Request for Proposal (RFP), the Contractor
may submit an offer to the CO which nust include the technical,
cost, and any other information requested. The proposal nust
be submitted by the tine specified in the request.

(7) The et hod of evaluation and sel ection of an awardee for a task
order will be identified in the RFP. Sel ection net hods may
include award to | owest eval uated cost/technically acceptable
of fer or the highest conposite technical/price score. The
nmet hod of eval uation, weighting, and selection will be
described in individual task order solicitations.

(8) The Governnent shall have the right to select the Contractor
based on initial offers w thout discussions, but the Governnent
reserves the right to hold discussions after eval uation of
initial offers at the CO s discretion.

(9)If the Governnent determines that certain personnel are key to
successful conpletion of a task order, they shall be designated
as Key Personnel for the task order pursuant to TAR 1252. 215-
70, Section I.

(10) The Governnent may debrief unsuccessful O ferors on a task
order RFP. Requests nust be nmade within five (5) days of the
notice of award for a specific task order. Based upon the
extent/conplexity of a specific task order, the Governnent
shal | deci de whether a debriefing will be held and, if so, what
formthe debriefing will take (e.g., neeting, letter,
tel econference, etc.).

G5 TASK ORDER OVBUDSMAN ( MAY 1999)

Contractors wishing to issue conplaints regarding the solicitation or
award of individual task orders shall submt such conplaints to the
Task Order QOrbudsnman, Research and Special Prograns Adm nistration, 400
7th Street SW Washi ngton, DC 20590, Attn: DMA-1. It should be noted
that in accordance with FAR 16.505(a)(7), no protest is authorized in
connection with the issuance of a task order except for a protest on

t he grounds that the task order increases the scope, period of

per f ormance, or maxi mum val ue of the contract.

G 6 ACCOUNTI NG AND APPROPRI ATI ON DATA ( MAY 1999)

Each individual task order shall specify the Accounting and
Appropriation Data fromwhich paynent shall be nade.
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G 7 PAYMENT AND CONSI DERATI ON ( MAY 1999)

Contract clauses regardi ng paynent processes and consideration wll

di ffer depending on the contract type/pricing nethodol ogy used in the
task order, and on the socio-econonmc status of the firmperformng the
task order. Specific clauses to be used in each case are provided

bel ow.

A. The following clause is applicable to Fixed-Price task orders:

Upon delivery and acceptance of the required services, the Contractor
shall be paid at the fixed price specified on the face of the task
order.

(2) The Contractor shall be provisionally reinbursed indirect

expenses on the basis of billing rates approved by the Cogni zant
Federal Agency (CFA) pending establishnment of final indirect
rates.

(3) The final indirect expense rate pertaining to the contract shall
be those determined for the appropriate fiscal year in
accordance with FAR 42. 705 and FAR 52. 216-7.

C. The follow ng clauses are applicable to Cost-Plus-Award-Fee task
orders:

(3) The final indirect expense rate pertaining to the contract shal
be those deternmined for the appropriate fiscal year in
accordance with FAR 42. 705 and FAR 52.216-7.

(4) The award fee provided for in this task order is $ (TO BE
COVPLETED AT TINME OF AWARD OF TASK) and is subject to the terns
of the "Determ nation of Award Fee” AND “Distribution of Award
Fee” cl auses, (see Section |). The estimted cost, base fee, and
avail able award fee are as foll ows:

(5) The ambunt of the award fee shall be based on a subjective
eval uation by the Governnent of the quality of the Contractor's
performance judged in |light of the nature of the work invol ved
and any other factors that are considered relevant to the
determ nation in accordance with the “Performance Pl an” cl ause
(see Section |I). This evaluation will be based on the past
performance eval uati on conducted on all tasks using the
Contractor Performance Report. The followng criteria apply to
each of the five performance ratings bel ow

EXCEPTI ONAL PERFORMANCE (100 Percent)

The Contractor's contribution in the performance of the task is
absolutely essential to the overall effort and far exceeds the
contribution normally expected. Most inportantly, within the scope and
cost of the task order, the work is perforned so expertly and

t horoughly that a new dinmension is added to the original requirenent.
Resul ting deliverables are always provided on tinme or ahead of

schedul e, on or under cost estimates, and are of such superior

technical quality that additional effort is not required. Substantial
expert and innovative effort and interaction is provided. Overall cost
and personnel nmanagenent is handled in a totally proficient and
effective manner so as to maxim ze both the Governnent's return on

i nvestnent and the Contractor's own technical capabilities.
Subcontracting goals are net and exceeded in all categories. The
Contractor displays quality managenent, including identification of and
statistical process control for critical processes, and subcontractor

i nvol venrent in continuous process inprovenent.
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GOOD PERFORMANCE (85 Percent)

The Contractor's contribution in the performance of the task is a great
asset to the overall effort and often exceeds the contribution normally
expected. Wthin the scope and cost of the task order, work is
performed with great technical skill and neets or occasionally exceeds
the requirenments of the task. The resulting deliverables are always of
hi gh quality, provided on or occasionally ahead of schedule and within
cost estimates. Substantial innovative thought and interaction between
tasks is often evident. Subcontracting goals are net in all categories
and exceeded in sone of those categories.

SATI SFACTORY PERFORVANCE (70 Percent)

The Contractor's contribution in the performance of the task is a solid
asset to the overall effort and is conmrensurate with the anmount of
contribution expected. Wrk is perforned in a professional and thorough
manner and deliverables neet all contract requirenents. Sone

del i verabl es may be delivered ahead of schedul e while others may
experience slight delays; however, overall the contract schedule is
nmet. Sonme creativity and innovative thought is denonstrated in the
delivery of work. Cost and personnel performance are fully acceptable
and any deviations are within what woul d be expected of an effective
and professional execution of a technical support effort.
Subcontracting goals are net in all categories.

M NI MALLY ACCEPTABLE PERFORVANCE (40 Percent)

The Contractor's contribution in the performance of the task, although
evident in the execution of the overall effort, is bel ow that
contribution normally expected for such an effort. Wrk is conpleted,
however, additional Governnent assistance and direction is required to
ensure conpletion. The resulting deliverables are often provided on
schedul e; however, sone del ays are experienced and deliverabl es
occasionally require correction or resubnission prior to acceptance.
Sonme cost deviations of significant proportions nay have occurred in
conjunction with the re-subm ssions and del ays. Subcontracting goal s
are not nmet. Overall managenent of technical effort and personnel is

| ess than what woul d be expected of a conpletely satisfactory effort.

UNSATI SFACTORY (0 Percent)

Performance failed to satisfy the mnimum contract or task
requi rements, technical or otherw se.
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G 8 PAYMENTS UNDER COST REI MBURSEMENT CONTRACTS (MVAY 1999)

One original and five copies of an invoice or contract financing
requests or invoices shall be submtted, covering the anount clained to
be due and services rendered and cost incurred thereunder. Under
indefinite delivery/indefinite quantity contracts, separate invoices or
contract financing requests nust be submtted for each task. However,
all interimpaynent requests for tasks under the contract

must be submitted concurrently each nonth and only one contract-| evel
conpl etion invoice shall be submtted. The conpletion (final) invoice
is the last voucher to be submtted for incurred, allocable, and

al | onabl e costs expended to performall task orders issued under the
contract. This contract-Ilevel voucher should include all reserves,

al | onabl e cost wi thhol dings, balance of fixed fee, etc. The fina
contract-level invoice shall include current and cumul ati ve charges for
amount s cl ai med under each task by major cost element and the fixed fee
relative to each task. NOTE: Under no circunstances can funds
obl i gat ed under one task be used to pay costs incurred or fee earned
under anot her task.

In addition to the information required by FAR 52.216-7 and FAR 52. 232-
25 incorporated by reference in Section I, an invoice or contract
financi ng payment request nust neet the follow ng requirenents:

(1) Consecutively nunber each interim paynent request begi nning
with No. 1 for each task

(2) The voucher shall include current and cunul ati ve charges by
maj or cost el enents such as direct |abor, overhead,
subcontracts, and other direct costs. Cite direct |abor hours
incurred by the prinme Contractor and each subcontractor. O her
direct costs nust be identified, e.g., travel, per diem
mat erial, and equi prment.

(3)Requests for contract financing or invoices nmust clearly
i ndicate the period of performance for which paynent is
requested and Vol pe Center accounting information necessary to
process paynents. Wen contracts or task orders contain
mul tiple lines of accounting data, charges that cannot be
assigned to a single line of accounting information should be
al | ocat ed based on the percentage of total dollars unless
ot herwi se specified.

(4)When the Contractor submts vouchers on a nonthly basis, the
period covered by invoices or requests for contract financing
paynments nust be the same as the period for nonthly progress
reports reported under the contract or tasks. If, in
accordance with FAR 52.216-7, the Contractor submts requests
for invoices or contract financing paynents nore frequently
than nonthly, one paynment request per nonth nust have the sane
ending as the nonthly progress report.
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(5)Pending settlenent of the final indirect rates for any peri od,
the Contractor shall be reinbursed at billing rates approved by
t he Cogni zant Federal Agency (CFA). The Contractor shal
ensure that any change in the identity of the CFA responsible
for establishnent of its indirect rate factors is nade known to
the Vol pe Center ACO These rates are subject to appropriate
adj ust ments when revised by nutual agreenent or when the final
indirect rates are settled either by mutual agreenent or
uni l ateral determ nation by the CFA (see FAR 42.704). In
accordance with FAR 52.216-7, the Contractor shall subnmit to
the CFA a proposal for final indirect rates based on the
Contractor’s actual costs for the period, together with al
supporting data. |In addition, Contractors are required by the
CFA to submt billing rate proposals, usually no later than 30
days after the close of its fiscal year, for the ensuing fiscal
year to the CFA. Copies of the cover letter submtting the
proposal nust be provided to the Vol pe Center ACO. The
Contractor’s failure to provide the rate proposal in a timely
manner may i npact paynent of financing request and could
ultimately result in suspension of the indirect expense
portion. The Contractor shall provide copies of all rates
established by the CFA to the Vol pe Center ACO It is
i mperative that the ACO be provided signed copies of all rate
agreenents since these rate agreenents nust be in the
possessi on of the Vol pe Center before any rates contained
therein can be used by the Contractor for cost reinbursenent.
The Contractor should note that absence of a final rates
determ nati on does not relieve the Contractor of its
responsibility under the Limtation of Funds or Limtation of
Costs clauses to report in a tinely manner to the CO when it
has reason to believe its costs may exceed the total estimated
cost or funds allotted to the task order.

G 9 PAYMENT OF FEE - COST- PLUS- FI XED- FEE ( MAY 1999)

The Governnent will issue termtype task orders which will include one
of two nethods by which the Contractor can earn total fixed fee.
Requests for provisional fee paynent nust be based on and be consi stent
with the information stated in the contract or task financing request.
However, the request nust be submitted separately.
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For termtype task orders, a portion of any fixed-fee specified in the
task order will be paid on a provisional basis. The anpunt of such
paynments will be based on the ratio of direct professional |abor hours
expended during the covered period to the direct professional |abor
hours specified in the task order. Direct professional |abor hours
include only the | abor categories specified for the task order such as
engi neers, scientists, technicians, statisticians, and programers, and
not adm nistrative or support personnel such as company managenent,
typists, and key punch operators, even though such adm nistrative
personnel are normally treated as direct |abor by the Contractor. At
the time of issuance, a termtype task order will

state the requirenents for earning full fixed fee by including one of
the foll ow ng cl auses:

(1) The total fee for each termtype task shall be payabl e upon
acceptance of the work by the Governnment and upon receipt of a
witten certification fromthe Contractor that the |level-of-effort
specified in the task order has been expended. |If fewer direct
| abor hours are provided than set forth in the task order, the fee
wi |l be adjusted downward for each hour not provided.

(2) The total fee for each termtype task shall be payabl e upon
acceptance of the work by the Governnment and upon receipt of a
witten certification fromthe Contractor that at |east 90 percent
of the level-of-effort specified in the task order has been
expended. |If the Contractor provides |ess than 90 percent of the
| evel -of -effort specified in the task order, the fixed fee will be
adj usted downward based on each hour not provided of the ful
| evel -of -effort specified. The Governnent may require the
Contractor to provide additional effort up to 110 percent of the
| evel -of -effort specified in the task order until the estinmated
cost has been reached wi thout any increase in the fixed-fee.

If a performance is considered satisfactory, the Governnent may meke
provi sional fee paynents subject to FAR 52.216-8 on the basis of
percentage of work conpleted, as determ ned by the CO for conpletion-
type tasks. The Contractor shall be required to conplete the specified
end product (e.g., a final report or working system) within the
estimated cost as a condition for paynent of the entire fixed fee. In
the event the work cannot be conpleted within the estinmated cost, the
Government may require nore effort without any increase in fee,

provi ded the Government increases the estimted cost. |If the Governnent
chooses not to increase the estinmated cost, the fixed fee payable will
based on the CO s determ nation of the percentage of conpletion of the
specified end product(s).

Provi si onal payment of fee will be subject to other relevant clauses of
t he contract including retainage.
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G 10 PERFORMANCE EVALUATI ONS

Per f ormance eval uations shall be carried out for each conpl eted task
order over $500,000 and for selected tasks for |ower anobunts as
determ ned by the CO  Performance eval uations shall al so be conpl eted
at least annually for task orders that have a performance period in
excess of one year. (The performance evaluation form shown in
Attachment J.2, or equivalent form shall be used.)

The CO or designee shall submt the conpleted evaluation to the
Contractor for comment. The Contractor shall have 30 days in which to
respond. The Governnent wi |l consider any conments provided by the
Contractor before finalizing the Performance Report and the
Contractor’s coments will be attached to the Report.

G 11 VOUCHER REVI EW ( MAY 1999)

The Governnent may at its sole discretion arrange for a Contractor to
revi ew vouchers and supporting data subnmtted for paynent under the
provisions of this contract. The Contractor review ng vouchers and
supporting data will performthis function in accordance with contract
provi sions which prohibit disclosure of proprietary financial data or
use of such data for any purpose other than to perform accounts payabl e
servi ces.

G 12 COST ACCOUNTI NG SYSTEMS ( MAY 1999)
Cost Accounting System

The Contractor shall maintain a job order cost accounting system
that will accunulate costs incurred for each task order separately.

Task Order Proposal Preparation Cost

Subm ssi on of proposals in response to task order RFPs is not
mandatory. Bid and proposal expenses incurred in connection wth

the preparation of task order proposals will be reinbursed in
accordance with established practices; however, bid and proposa
costs will not be reinbursed as direct costs.

Unconpensated Overtime

(The term “contract proposals” as used in this clause refers to
proposals which may result in initial contract award. "Task order
proposal s" refers to proposals received in response to task order
RFPs. )

Unconpensated overtinme is defined as hours worked by Fair Labor

St andar ds Act exenpt enployees in excess of 40 hours per week for
whi ch no conpensation is paid in excess of normal weekly salary. An
O feror/subcontractor may include unconpensated overtinme in its cost
proposal only if the practice is consistent with its established
accounting practi ces.
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The Contractor/subcontractor's accounting system nust record al
direct and indirect hours worked, including unconpensated overti ne.

Only those Contractors/subcontractors who included unconpensat ed
effort in their contract proposals nay use this accounting practice
in a task order proposal or during performance. Simlarly, task
order proposals nust include unconpensated effort consistent with
contract cost proposals. Task order proposals which deviate from
contract proposals nust include an explanation for the deviation for
the CO s consideration.

The following clause will be included in each task order when the
awar dee or subcontractors included unconpensated overtime in their
task order proposals:

SPECI AL CONTRACT REQUI REMENTS
H 1 NON-PERSONAL SERVI CES

No personal services as defined in Part 37 of the FAR shall be
performed under this contract. No Contractor enployee will be directly
supervi sed by the Government. All individual enployee assignnents and
daily work direction shall be given by the Contractor’s supervisor. |If
the Contractor believes any Governnment action or comuni cation has been
given that would create a personal services rel ationship between the
Government and any Contractor enpl oyee, the Contractor shall pronptly
notify the CO of this comrunication or action.

The Contractor shall not performany inherently Governnental functions
under this contract. No Contractor enployee shall hold himor herself
out to be a Governnent enpl oyee, agent, or representative. In all
communi cations with third parties in connection with this contract,
Contractor enployees shall identify thenselves as Contractor enpl oyees
and specify the nane of the conpany for which they work. 1In al
communi cati ons with other Governnent Contractors in connection with
this contract, the Contractor enployee shall state that they have no
authority to in any way change the contract and that if the other
Contractor believes this conmmunication to be a direction to change
their contract, they should notify the CO for that contract and not
carry out the direction until a clarification has been issued by the
CO.

The Contractor shall ensure that all of its enployees working on this
contract are infornmed of the substance of this clause. Nothing in this
clause shall Iimt the Governnent's rights in any way under any ot her
provi sion of the contract, including those related to the Governnent's
right to inspect and accept the services to be perfornmed under this
contract. The substance of this clause shall be included in al
subcontracts at any tier.

H 2 GPO PRI NTI NG REQUI REMVENT

Al printing funded by this contract will be acconplished in
conformance with Title 44, United States Code, regul ations of Joint
Committee on Printing, applicable provisions of appropriation acts, and
appl i cabl e regul ati ons issued by the Governnment Printing Ofice and the
Departnent of Transportation.

H. 3 SALES TAX EXEMPTI ON ( MAY 1999)

The Vol pe National Transportation Systenms Center, as part of the
Departnent of Transportation, an agency of the United States, is an
exenpt purchaser. Accordingly, all purchases of personal property by
this organi zation are exenpt fromstate and | ocal taxation
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The Contractor will be provided with tax exenption certificates for the
pur pose of obtaining an exenption under this procurenent for nmaterials
and equi pnent purchased under this procurenent (see each individua

task order). Notwi thstanding the ternms of the Federal, State, and
Local Taxes clause, the Contractor shall state separately on its
vouchers the amount of state sales tax, and the Governnent agrees to
either to pay the amount of the tax to the Contractor or, where the
amount of the tax exceeds $250.00, to provide evidence necessary to
sustai n the exenption.

H. 4 1 NCl DENTAL HARDWARE/ SOFTWARE

The acquisition of hardware, software, or supplies nmay be appropriate
on individual task orders in cases where the hardware/software is
incidental to the performance of services to be provided under the task
order, and the Government may require the Contractor to purchase

har dware, software, and related supplies to support specific projects.
Such requirenments will be identified at the tine a task order is issued
or may be identified during the course of performance of a task order
by the Government or Contractor. |If the Contractor identifies a
requirenent for mscell aneous supplies within the scope of a task
order, the Contractor shall submt to the Governnent a request for
approval to purchase such materials. The request shall include a
description of the specific itens, direct cost, indirect cost and
rational e.

H 5 LEVEL- OF- EFFORT NOTI FI CATI ON

The Contractor shall notify the ACO imrediately in witing whenever it
has reason to believe that:

(1) The level -of-effort that the Contractor expects to incur under
any termtype task in the next 30 days, when added to the
| evel -of -effort previously expended in the perfornmance of that
task order, will exceed 75 percent of the | evel established for
t hat task order

(2) The level -of-effort required to performa particular task order
will be greater than the |level-of-effort established for the
t ask order.

Either the "Limtation of Cost" or the "Limtation of Funds” cl ause,
dependi ng on whether the task order is fully funded or not, applies

i ndependently to each task order under this contract and nothing in
this clause anends the rights or responsibilities of the parties hereto
under either of these two clauses. The notifications required by this
cl ause are separate and distinct fromany specified in the "Limtation
of Cost"” or "Limtation of Funds" cl ause.
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H. 6 HANDLI NG OF DATA (MAY 1999)

The Contractor and any of its subcontractors in performance of this
contract nmay have need for access to and use of various types of data
and information in the possession of the Governnment which the

Gover nment obt ai ned under conditions that restrict the Governnent's
right to use and di sclose the data and information, or which rmay be of
such a nature that its dissem nation or use other than in the
performance of this contract would be adverse to the interests of the
Government or other parties. Therefore, the Contractor and its
subcontractors agree to abide by any restrictive use conditions on such
data and not to:

(1) Knowi ngly disclose such data and information to others wi thout
witten authorization fromthe CO unless the Governnment has
made the data and information available to the public; nor

(2) Use for any purpose other than the performance of this
contract that data which bears a restrictive marking or
| egend.

In the event the work required to be perforned under this contract
requires access to proprietary data of other conpanies, the Contractor
shal | obtain agreenents from such other conpanies for such use unless
such data is provided or made available to the Contractor by the
Government. Two copi es of such conpany-to-conpany agreenents shall be
furni shed pronptly to the CO for information only. These agreenents
shal | prescribe the scope of authorized use or disclosure, and other
terns and conditions to be agreed upon between the parties. It is
agreed by the Contractor that any such data, whether obtained by the
Contractor pursuant to the aforesaid agreenent or fromthe Governnent,
